Some of the nation’s students are burning away at 
the books instead of the campus buildings these days, 
with the expectation of a bright reward for doing so. 
. These are the students taking advanced degrees at 
graduate business schools, such as Harvard, University 
of Chicago, University of Pennsylvania and Stanford, 
who are the subject of intense competition from cor- 

porate recruiters. 
The result has been a massive escalation in starting 
salaries for students receiving a Master’s fe ee in 
_ Business Administration. They draw up} to $1500 a 
~ month or $18,000 a year for the top aegaen , and aver- 
age $1082 a month. 

Despite the high cost and long iin of study in- 
volved in these special courses, that is a long way from 
starting at the bottom. In fact, according to Arthur J. 
Letcher, placement director at Pennsylvania U., the 
only thing that is starting at the bottom is beginning 
salaries. 

The salaries received by this year’s crop of students 
are up 12 percent over last year and 25 percent over 
two years ago, and he anticipates talented MBA gradu- 
ates being lured with starting salaries of $1600 or 
$1700 a month in the near future. 

_ It comes down to the fact that if one is programmed 

to produce, the system still can provide rich returns 
for services on a basis of merit. But don’t feel badly 
if you are over 30 and still earning less than $18,000. 
Haven’t the kids always told you they knew more 
than you?

The Little Town Of Plano 


By S. L. Creeks 


Leaving the: Plano school we 
will take a look at the little town 
of Plano which was a friendly 


: little town where everyone was 


as one big family. When any 
family was in need of help all 
that had to be done was let 
someone know about it and 
generally the help came. Pretty 
near everyone raised. a hog or a 
calf for meat. At slaughtering 
time a couple neighbor men 
would help kill and dress-out a 
calf or hog, it being divided, as 
modern refrigeration was not 
present. 

The refrigerator then was a 


frame built with legs on it, with 


burlap tacked around it with a 
metal pan put on top with 
cotton rags draped from the 
water and hung down on the 
burlap making it wet. It was 
either that or hang the meat in 
the well to keep it. For pork 
there were a few smoke houses. 
An oak fire was built in the 
small house, and the meat was 
hung up oyer the smoke to cure 
it. 

Our home was located about 
three hundred yards east of the 
Plano school or where the 
Triple A Mobile homes are 
now. Cyril Scott’s parents lived 
west of us, Eugene Scott who 
had a small store’ on _ his 
property, facing on the Plano 
road. He also had the postoffice 
in the store so people in the 
community could get their mail. 
Mr, Scott sold out to some folks 
by the name of Beales who after 
some years sold to Al Hunt then 
to Frank Leis and now the 
present owner is Bill Williamson 
son of Ivan Williamson. He also 
owns my old home but the 
house is gone. 

The mail was conveyed from 
Porterville to California Hot 
Springs by horses and wagon. 
The first motor vehicle to travel 
to Hot Springs was driven by Dr. 
Edgar Danner’s father and the 
vehicle was a Stanley Steamer, 
which carried the mail. 


After Mr. Scott sold out I 
believe he moved to Porterville 
and it wasn’t long till the 


Pioneer bank building was built 


which is where the Finance and 
Thrift is now. Mr. Scott was 
manager of the bank. After Mr. 
Scott moved, the store and Post 
Office was taken over by O.E. 
Gibbons, brother of Jay Brown’s 
mother, Mrs. Clinton Brown. Mr. 
Gibbons operated the store until 
one day a man drove up in one 
of the few cars in existence and 
wanted gasoline. After filling the 
tank on the car a man on a 
motorcycle pulled in behind the 
car for gas. The man starting his 
car put it in reverse and ran over 
Mr. Gibbons and the 
motorcycle. It was only a short 


‘time till Mr. Gibbons became 


very ill with cancer and passed 


on. 
The building Mr. Scott had 


_ his store in is part of Mrs. Patty’s 


home on Vandalia St. while the 
Gibbon’s store building is still in 
the same location where Ivan 
Williamson now lives. The post 
office run by Mr. Gibbons was 
the last post office for Plano. 
Mail then was called R F D or 


_ tural free delivery placed in mail 


boxes along the way to 
California Hot Springs. 
North of the Scott store there 


was a home where some people 


by the name of Manter lived. 
When they moved, Miss Porch, 
who was teacher at Plano school, 
moved in with her aged mother 
who she cared for, then W.R. 
Ross moved in and had just 
come from Canada. He lived 
there till he purchased an orange 
grove which Ray Holloway owns 
now. Mr. Ross built the large 
home where Ray Holloway lives. 

Just north of the Manter 
home was the Presbyterian 
church and adjoining it was the 
parsonage for the church. Right 
north of this parsonage was the 
Methodist church and parsonage. 
Both churches had a_ belfry 
which had a large bell in it. 
North of the churches was the 
Kahler home. A blacksmith shop 
and livery stable was run by two 
Kahler brothers. On the worth 
Road and Plano cross roads was 
the old Russell home. In back of 
the Russell home an open air 
movie house was owned and

Crops Moving 
As Fall Comes 
Into The Air 

VISALIA — With fall coming. 
into the air, a variety of crops 
are moving in Tulare county, 
according to weekly report of 
Elvin O. Mankins, agricultural 
commissioner. 

Cool nights are bringing color 
in Emporer grapes; juice grapes 
are moving to wineries; most 
raisins are rolled and boxed; fall 
varieties of table grapes are being 
picked. 

Late peaches, persimmons 
and pomegranites are being 
packed; olives are being picked; 
avocados are beginning to 
mature; Navel oranges in some 
early groves are beginning to 
break color; some squash is 
being harvested; fall and winter 
tomatoes are coming along well; 
lettuce is being cultivated and 
thinned. 

Valencia orange harvest is 
nearly complete; whitewashing 


of citrus trees is underway; sugar - 


beet harvest is almost complete; 
defoliation of cotton is

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INVASION OF BROWN TROUT INTO 
GOLDEN TROUT WATERS IS STOPPED 


BY ACTION OF FISH AND GAME DEPT. » 


SACRAMENTO — A Brown 
trout invasion and threatened 
takeover of the native waters of 
California’s unique Golden trout 
in the Tunnel meadows area of 
the upper South fork of the 
Kern river, in the HIgh Sierra in 
Tulare county, has been 
stemmed by the Department of 
Fish and Game. 

The invading Brown trout 
apparently had either worked 
their way upstream from 
Kennedy meadows, where they 
had been stocked many years 
ago, or were illegally transported 
and released upstream by 
uninformed ‘“‘do-gooders.” 

Using a_ portable electric 
shocking device to stun the fish, 
a four-man DFG team recently 
temporarily removed 500 
Goldens from the South fork 
just below Tunnel meadows, 
kept them alive in fish-planting 
cans, treated the problem 
section with a fast-dissipating 
chemical to kill the Brown trout, 
then restocked the colorful 
Goldens. . 

A count of the fish killed 
revealed that, prior to the 
treatment, Brown trout had 
outnumbered California’s state 
fish by 14 to 1 in Ramshaw 
meadows. 

The count was 248 Browns to 
only 18 Goldens. The Browns, 
ranging from fingerlings up to 24 
‘ inches in length had all but 
crowded the Goldens out of that 
section of the stream. 

From the falls at the head of 
Ramshaw upstream to the falls 
at the lower end of Tunnel 
meadows, the Goldens. still 
outnumbered the Browns 10 to 
1. But, said the DFG, before the 
chemical treatment the Browns 
were well on their way to taking 
over that section as well. 

The DFG noted that Tunnel 
meadows would have been the 
next step upstream for the 
invading Browns. They also 
pointed out that famed Golden 
Trout creek, another ancestral 
home of the Goldens but a 
tributary to the main Kern river,

flows within 200 yards of the 
Kern South fork section from 
which the Browns were 
removed. 

The DFG also noted that it 
would have been very easy for 
anyone who wished to illlegally 
transplant Brown trout from the 
South fork into Golden Trout 
creek to do so at that point. 

Such a transplant, they added, 
could easily have resulted in the 
elimination of the Golden trout 
from the waters in which it 
evolved. 

Realizing that last week’s 
chemical treatment was only a 
stop-gap measure to buy time, 
the Department of Fish and 
Game and the U.S. Forest 
Service are planning a rock-based 
fish barrier at the head of 
Ramshaw meadows. 

After the barrier has been 
constructed, a thorough 
chemical treatment will be 
applied to eliminate Brown trout 
from the barrier up to Tunnel 
meadows. 

Long-range plans call for 
other barriers farther 
downstream - one at the lower 
end of Ramshaw and another at 
the lower end of Templeton 
meadows. 

The DFG said that it has 
nothing against the Brown trout, 
but in this instance these trout 
were simply in the wrong place.
